State Treasury. Last year $41S,307 
was collected trom dog licenses, and 
alter paying ihe expenses incident 
to the enforcement ot the law and 
the damages incurred by farmers in 
tne leas or livestock and poltry the 
counties received $292,275. The new 
la/u. which supersedes the old law of 
1917, centralizes authority by plac- 
ing full power tor its enforcement in 
the hands of the Secretary ot Agri- 
culture. Formerly the County Com- 
missioners had enlarge of the enforce- 
ment. 


Many commissioners tired of the 


job, 
which 
frequently 
aroused 


trouble among their 
constitutents, 


and they were the main advocates of 
the plan to place enforcement in the 
hands of the Secretary of 
Agricul- 


ture. It is not believed, however, the 
commissioners intended the 
license 


money to be turned into the 
State 


coffers, but an 
amendment 
in the 


Senate in the closing days 
of the 


Legislature turned 
the bill 
into a 


revenue raiser for the State. 


On or before January 15 owners 


of dogs more than six months old 
must obtain licenses from the county 
treasures, who are allowed 10 cents 
tor issuing them. 
As the law now 


stands, the license imposed is $1 tor 
male dog and $2 for unspraled fe- 
males. Under the old law, $1 was 
paid for kiiyng an 
unlicensed dog, 


but the new law allows $2 and also 
$2 for seizing and detaining a stray 
canine.,./The Secretary of Agriculture 
is empowered 
to appoint special 


officers to enforce teh act and is to 
hold hearings to determine damages 
in cases where dogs attack livestock 
or poultry. 


Philadelphia county received $30.- 


113 for the enforcement of the dog 
license law last year. Other counties 
in the vicinity received the following 
amounts:

Sproul in his first action on an ap- 
propriated bill since the Legislature 
adjourned. He said he made the re- 
ductions because of lack of revenue;

from 


$248,000 
to 
$230,000; 
electrical 


equipment, from $23,000 to $18,000; 
water lines, from 
$8000 to 
$6000, 


and farm land, livestock and imple- 
ments, from $12,000 to $9000. 


Just 254 bills of general character 


have been approved by the Governor, 
who has also approved 42 appropria- 
ation bills, making a total of 296 
bills signed. Fourteen have been ve- 
toed and 42 of the 1060 which reach- 
ed the Governor were recalled. As 
the bulk of 
the bills 
remaining in 


the hands of the Governor are ap- 
propriation measures, they will be 
disposed of in the week of May 23. 
The Governor will act upon manp 
general bills next week, when he re- 
turns from Lycoming county.

The Lesson Committee has made an 


infelicitous choice of title for this les- 
son. The teacher would better ignore 
it anrt give himself to the explanation 
of the passages of Scripture selected, 
as they are of immense importance. 


1. The Behavior of Martha and Mary 


When Jesua Was in the Home (Luke 
10:38-42). 


The attitude of Martha and Mary 


toward Jesu» was the same; they both 
loved Him sincerely. 


1. Jesus welcomed into Martha's 


borne (v. 39). Though Jesus had no 
borne of His own, into this home He 
could come at any time and "throw off 
the restraints incident to a public min- 
istry. How pleasant it is to enter a 
borne where one can feel "at home" I In 
Martha's home Jesus was welcomed 
for what He was, not for what He 
might appear to be. This home was 
His special retreat in the last days 
"of His life on earth. 


2. Mary sitting at Jesus' feet (v. 


39). Though this was Martha's home, 
her sister Mary lived with her. Mary 
cad a peculiar spiritual insight which 
prompted her to sit at Jesus' feet and 
listen to His words. The real place 
to hear Jesus' word is at His feet. 
Let no one Imagine that Mary did 
not render any service. 
The little 


word "also" implies that she had taken 
ter turn at service. 


3. Martha's complaint (v. 40). She 


was desirous of preparing the very 
best possible meal for Jesus because 
she loved Him. She was mistaken as 
to what pleased Jesus. He much 
prefers the love which concerns itself 
with Him than for His. Because of 
her failure to perceive this she was 
"cumbered about much serving." Her 
serving got on her nerves; she became 
distracted. 
In her distraction she not 


only found fault with Mary, but even 
censured Jesus for allowing Mary to 
sit at His feet while the dinner was 
not finished. In order to serve Jesus 
without distraction one must first sit 
at His feet and listpn to His words. 
This gives personal poise. 


4. Jesus' reply (vv. 41, 42). (1) He 


rebuked Martha, telling her that she 
was careful and troubled about many 
thing«. Those who are concerned with 
the Master are anxious for nothing 
(Phil. 4:6). The one thing needful for 
every life is to sit at Jesus' feet. The 
time to choose this place is in the 
day of sunshine. 
(2) He commends 


Mary. "Mary hath chosen that good 
part which shall not be taken away." 
Those who choose this good part can- 
not be robbed of it by circumstances, 
friends, or foes. 


II. Jesus, the Obedient Son (Luke 


2:51. 52). 


Although .Te<*us was conscious of His 


deity and divine mission, He rendered 
due obedience as a fuithful son. Since 
He was known as the carpenter's son 
(Matt. 
13:55), 
and 
the carpenter 


{Mark 6:3), it is reasonable to sup- 
pose that He assisted Joseph in his 
work as a carpenter, and after Jo- 
seph's death He, as the eldest son of 
the family, continued with the trade 
to support the family. 
Indeed, tradi- 


tion has it that soon after they found 
Him in the temple at 
the age of 


twelve, Joseph died leaving the care 
of the family upon Him. The obedient 
child is really about his father's bus- 
iness when running errands for moth- 
er in loving obedience to her request. 


I I I . Timothy's Home Training (II 


Tim. 3:14, 15). 


This is a picture of a real Christian 


home. From a child, that is, a babe, 
Timothy was taught the Holy Scrip- 
tures (v. 15). 
This teaching was not 


done in the Sunday school, but in the 
home of his mother (II Tim. 1:5). The 
Sunday school can never take the 
place of home teaching. Timothy had 
n godly ancestry. 
His mother had 


the good sense to fill his mind with 
'he word of God before it became pre- 
occupied with other thing.'-. The rea- 
son this is so important K because 
tho Scripture^ nre God-bnv.rhod. and 
able to make one wise.

It should be kept 
in mind that the place to fight the 
mites is the house and not the birds 
themselves.

Good Grazing Keeps Animals in Bet- 


ter Health and Reduces Danger 


of Hog Cholera. 


A plea for real hog pastures, not 


simply hog yards, ts made by Forest 
Henry of Dover, Minn., a well-known 
institute leader for the agricultural 
extension division of the Minnesota 
college of agriculture. Mr. Henry be- 
lieves in giving the hog a goodly mod- 
icum at least of the treatment and 
attention accorded other farm animals. 
He says: 


"The most profitable hog pasture Is 


a pasture so large tha.t the hogs do 
not eat one-half of it. If it be alfalfa 
or clover what remains uneaten at 
haying time can be cut and cured into 
hay. An acre of alfalfa or clover will 
make as much pork, so far as it can 
be used, as an acre of corn. The one 
builds up the farm and requires very 
little labor; the other reduces farm 
fertility 
and requires much 
high- 


priced labor, 


"Good pastures not only make cheap 


porfe but keep the hogs in much bet- 
ter health and reduce the danger of 
hog cholera to a minimum. In these 
days a hog cannot be grown on grain 
alone and at the same time make 
money for his owner.!!
